The Liquor Act of Alberta 


1.—Purpose of the Act. 

To prohibit the sale or ‘gift of intoxi- 
cating liquors within the Province of Al- 
berta except fer other than beverage 
purposes, and to restrict the consu:np- 
ion of intoxicating liquors within the 
orovince. It does not prohibit the 
nannfacture of liquor by any brewer or 
distiller, nor does it prohibit its sale by 
him to any person without the province, 
as these privileges are granted him by 
Dominion statute. Nor does the Act 
orohibit the consumption of liquor in 
me’s own home provided the liquor was 
not secured within. the, province, and 
oes not eXcved a fixed anjourit at any | 
me time. Having possession of a 
jwantity larger than this maximum 
mount shall render any private in- 
lividual liable to prosecution under this 
Act. In this way the individual liberty 
ig secnred while the retail trade of liquor 
is restricted. 

2.—Provision for Necessary Purposes 

Other than Beverage, and Medium 
of Distribution. 

The Lieutenant - Governor-in-Council 
shall appoint vendors to supply those 


who require alcohol or aleoholic liquors | te 


for medicinal, mechanical, scientific or 
sacramental purposes. Such vendors 
are to receive fixed salaries, but absolute- 
ly no profits nor commissions from the 
sale of liquors handled or dispersed. 
The vendor shall supply each applicant 
for liquor only upon his or her sworn 
statement that it is to be used for other 
vhan beverage purposes; and to secure | 
liquor from the vendor the applicant | 
must be properly registered in his or her 
particular profession, as druggist,. phy- 
sician, ete. Accurate records of the 
amounts sold and received, and the pur- 
pose for which they weresold and receiv- 
ed, accompanied by a sworn statement, 
must be forwarded to the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s department by the vendor and the 
applicant monthly; and such records 
shall at all times be open for inspection. 
Consumption of liquor as a beverage on 
the premises of the vendor is absolutely 
prohibited. 

3.—Prosecutions and Penalties. 

The penalties for conviction are fixed 
by the Act, and vary according to the 
nature of the offence, whether it is a 
firsty second or third conviction. The 
fines run from fifty to five hundred dol- 
lars, and the terms of 
from ten days to six months. 
may be tricd before a judge, police 
magistrate or justice of the peace. An 
appeal can be made only under certain 
cases and that to the judge of the district 
court. Police officers, policemen and 
constables shall have full authority to 
enforce any of the provisions of the Act. 


All fines accruing from prosecutions shall 

go to the general revenue of the province. 

4.—Majority Required and Voters Elig- 
ible. 

By the terms of the Direct Legislation 
Act, under which this referendum is 
being taken, only a bare majority is 
necessary to make ita law in the pro- 
vince. Any male, British subject, who 
is over 21 years of age, who has resided 
for a period of twelve months in the 
province and for three months in the 
electoral constituency, shall be entitled 
to vote,

An official return showing the 
@tatus of wounded at the various hos- 
. ‘pitals in’ France has just been issued, 
and indicates a surprisingly low rate 
eof mortality. It shows that 489,733 
wounded treated in the ambulances 
and hospitals between September 15 
and November 30, of whom 64.5 per 
ent. have returned to the front, 24.6 
per cent. are preparing to return after 
convalescence; 17 per cent. are still 
under treatment; 1.48 per cent. are 
rmanently crippled for service; and 
.48 per cent. only have died. 

There are at present 3,968 hospitals 
Yn full swing, with 360,000 beds, which 
fs considered more than adequate for 
possible requirements. 


Yield of Grain Crops 


Official Report of the Value of Domia- 
lon Crops In 1914 

The census and statistics office has 
issued its final report on the yield 
and value of field crops in 1914. The 
report states that, in marked contrast 
to 1918, the season proved particular- 
ly unfavorable to the growth of grain. 
Persistent drought througnout the 
greater part of the northwest prov- 
inces resulted in a yield per acre of 
the chief cereals lower than in any 
season gince 1910 and lowe> than the 
average of the six years ended 1913. 
In Ontario and Quebec, though the 
grain crops suffered from a dry sea- 
gon, the conditions were not so un- 
favorable, whilst in the Maritime prov- 
inces a favorable season resulted in 
good returns. - 

For the whole of Canada the area 
estimated to be sown to field crops 
was 35,102,175 acres, as comparea with 
85,375,430 acres in 1913; but owing to 
the drought the total productive area 
in 1914 was reduced to 83,440,075 
acres. Upon this area the total pro- 
duction of grain crops in bushels was 
as follows: Wheat, 161,280,000 as 
against 231,717,000 in 1913; oats, 313,- 
078,000 against 404,669,000; barley, 36,- 
201,000 against 48,319,000; rye, 2,016,- 
800 against 2,300,000; peas, 8,862,500 
against 3,951,800; beans, 797,500 
against 793,300; buckwheat, 8,626,000 
agalust 8,372,000; mixed grains, 16,-

The high 
prices prevailing prove that the de- 
mand is abnormal. 

“We cannot stop the United States 
from buy:ng our wheat, even if we 
would, nor can we keep track of it 
when it is ofr export. We may be told 
that it is for export, but beyond that 
we don’t know where it goes. The mat- 
ter cannot be regulated from Canada, 
If the British government suspects 
that exporters in the United States 
are shipping the wheat or flour to Ger- 
many, by way of a neutral country, it 
is up to the British government, 
through the navy, to stop the prac- 
tice.”

“Still taking Antwerp and the Rup- 
pel as a starting point after passing 
Boom and following the river Dyle up 
to the city of Malines, an already fort- 
ified position guarcs the river, which 
rung between high banks, to the still 
more unhappy remains of Louvain, 
and from there, still taking advantage 
of the river Dyle, via Wavre to Na- 
mur, there runs an extremely scien- 
tific line of trenches, much of it in re- 
inforced concrete. 


“This forms a barrier not easily 
crossed. In front the ground is pre- 
pared with pitfalls, mined areas and 
other traps for the unwafy, though as 
yet no wire entanglements have been 
made except near Namur, where who. 
woods have been sawed down with the 
trunks left -taiding about twu fect 
luigh. There regular entanglements 
are prepared. 

“The country along this line fe un- 
dulating snd advantage has beon 
taken to prepare’ implacements for 
heavy guns. Since August six thous- 
and skilled engineers, as well as a 
whole army of laborers have been 
working on these defences. The forts 
of Liege, Namur and Maubeuge were 
completed in September and those of 
Antwerp are also completely repaired. 

“The third line, last mentioned, was 
completed in September and now has 
grown practically invisible. It is not 
considered likely that a line farther 
north will be prepared as tne ground 
is very flat and marshy, but immed- 
fately behina the third line are very 
good roaas ‘and railways and it is an 
ideal terrain for «- defensive cam- 
paign.” 


Zeppelins Not Dangerous 


Are Comparatively Cheap in Construc- 
tion, But Most Expensive to 
Run 

It seems now to be a long way back 
to August 4, 1913, when the world was 
startled by the news that Count Zep- 
pelin’ airship, Zeppelin IV., had s h- 
ed all world’s records for dirigibtes. 
She had sailed triumphantly from 
Frederichshafen to Mayence, and then 
by Bale, Strassburg and Mannheim to 
Stuttgart. 

England was face to face with the 
fact that the Germans possessed an 


aerial cruiser capable of dropping 


bombs on London, and then return- 
ing to Germany, and then return- 
to earth. And there were then no 
aeroplanes capable, as now, of per- 
forming similiar feats. 

The Fatherland went Zeppelin mad, 
and when, a little later, Zeppelin IV. 
came to grief, a national subscription 
of $1,500,000 was raised to replace 
and to build more like her. Ger- 
many, if one can believe what he 
hears, still pins her faith to Zeppe- 
lins and still hopes to use them ef- 
fectively against the British fleet. 

One of the great arguments in 
favor of Zeppelins is their cheapness 
as compared with warships. So far as 
construction goes, this is true. 

The newest of these huge airships, 
which are about the same length as 
a first class batteship, can be con- 
structed for about $1,000,000. Thus, 
nine can be built for tke money

But if a Zeppelin is cheap to con- 
struct, she ig anything but cheap to 
run. First of all, she must be filled 
with gas. The gas used is not com- 
mon coal gas, but pure hydrogen, 
which is made at a factory and 
transported in cylinders under pres- 
sure. 

The original Zeppelin IV. required 
no less than 17,000 cubic metres of 
gas for each filling and this opera- 
tion alone meant an outlay of $2,500. 

No fabric has yet been invented 
which is .absolutely gas tight, and 
the valuable gas is constantly leak- 
ing away. A filling lasts for a few 
days only, and for perfect efficiency 
it is necessary to feed a Zeppelin 
with gas every day. 

Then as to fuel. A large 40-horse 
motorcar will run about fifteen miles 
to the gallon of gasoline. A Zep 
pelin will not travel much more than 
one mile to the gallon. 

Added to these difficulties is the 
vulnerability of the dirigibles before 
gun fire, and the trouble about .1- 
recting bombs from them with pre 
cision, as seen in the attacks on the 
British warships at Cuxhaven the 
other day. 

They are only capable of doing 
great damage to crowded, unfortified 
towns, against which their only ef- 
fective work has been done so far.

This commis 
sion woud have its agents in every 
country to see that the manufacture 
of arms was reduced to th, geale im- 
posed on all nations. Limitation of 
armaments can be accomplished only 
by international agreement, and it 
would be necéssary to have an inter 
national force to see that those agree 
ments were observed.” 

My informant, who hag had excel 
lent opportunities of forming a com 
sidered opinion, added that the graw 
ity of the situation and the prodigioug 
nature of the struggle ahead were not 
under-estimated in France, which, he 
said, was resolute in pursuing the war 
to the bitter end. 

“There will be no lessening of ef- 
forts,” he said, “when the Germans 
are driven out of France.

In Alberta we find Portland cement 
made from the following combinations: 

1, Limestone and shale at the Calgary 
mill of Canada Cement Company. 

2. Limestone and two grades of shale 
atthe Exshaw mill of the same vom: 
pany. . 

3. Limestone and shale at the mill of 
the Rocky Mountain Cement Company 


jat Blairmore. 


4. Marl and clay at the mill of the 
Edmonton Portland Cement Company at 
Marlboro. 

One of the main troubles with a great 
deal of the limestone in the province is 
the high percentage of magnesia which 
it contains, which renders it unfit 
for cement purposes. Magnesia in large 
amounts may cause concrete to disinte- 
grate and slack, and besides that it has 
very few hardening properties, so its 
content is limited to four per cent: 

There are many shales and clays in 
the province which are suitable for 
cement making when mixed with proper 
limestone or marl. Generally two com- 
binations will give a suitable mix, but at 
Exshaw we find limestone and two grades 
of shale being used. The shale found 
near the mill contains too much silica to 
give asuitable burning mix, so another 
shale is brought in which contains more 
fluxible materials. 

This paper will be followed by another 
on the manufacturing of cement in Al- 
berta.

Northern Servia, one of the objects be- 
ing to obtain possession and control 
of the railway between Belgrade and 
Bulgaria. 

Matters lookee very bad indeed for 
Servia toward the end of November. 
Relgrade was evacuated and _ the 
army withdrawn to a new line of de- 
fence well within Servian territory 
in the direction of Kragujevatz. The 
evacuation of Belgrade, although it 
proved eventually to ‘have been a 
wise step, had a very disheartening 
effect for the moment on the Servian 
army. 

At that moment King Peter of Ser- 
via, now more than seventy years old, 
who has for some time past been in 
very poor health and has withdrawn 
much from public affairs, determined 
to go to the front and to appeal to 
the army to make one great effort. 
He went along a great part of the 
Servian line and made a stirring ad- 
dress. He said that if any men wish- 
ed to give up the struggle, go back 
to their homes and submit to defeat, 
let them step out from the ranks. He 
gave them his word that they would 
be allowed to do so; let the rest re- 
main with him. No one moved, The 
king then said, the army being with 
them, let them take the offensive 
and never relax their efforts till 
every Austrian was driven out of 
Servian territory. 

From that time—December —Servia 
has won success. When the first de 
ports reacnea the outer world that 
the Servians had taken many thous- 
ands of prisoners and enormous quant- 
ities of material, they were received 
with doubt, but it soon became evi- 
dent that reports did not even fully 
describe the almost incredible suc- 
cess which has attended the Servian 
movements, and has been continuous 
since December 11 the number of 
prisoners taken was little if anything 
short of 40,000, the Austrians had 
been driven back to the confines of 
Servia, and it was momentarily ex- 
pected that Belgrade would be evacu- 
ated. 

These successes have caused the 
greatest enthusiasm throughout Ser- 
via and have given fresh heart to an 
army which had already accomplished 
wonders, but had been tired and was 
much worn out. 

One result of the Servian successes 
is that the country is full of prisoners,

British Cruelly Treated 


Charges of Brutality to Prisoners by 
German Officers Are Made Public 
at Washington 

Charges of brutality on the part of 
German officers toward British prison- 
ers under transportation from the bat- 
telfront to the detention camps, made 
by a major of the Scottish Rifles, who 
escaped from prison at Crefeld, were 
made public in Washington by the 
British embassy. The report of the 
officer also has been put into the 


hands of Ambassador Page by the 
foreign office in London. 
The officer’s statement declares 


that from the time he was captured 
at La Bassee on the 17th of December 
until he reached Crefeld he was sub- 
mitted to ‘continual abuse and revile- 
ment,” that his greatcoat was taken 
from him, and that he, like those who 
made the trip with him, arrived at 
their destination after being “starvea 
and confined for three days and 
nights.” 

A large part of the journey, he 
said, was made in a closc.. car used 
for the transportation of horses, filled 
with filth and with so little ventilation 
that it was aimost asphyxiating. Fift,- 
two men and five officers, he asserts, 
wert submitted to these conditions for 
thirty hours without food. 

According to the major, the British 
prisoners were treated much less con- 
siderately tuan the French, and in 
one case he states that the British 
were given only the scant remnants of 
food left after the French had finish- 
ed. Many prisoners were spat upon 
by a German officer. 

According to the ~eport, one prison- 
er, an Irisaman, told a story of having 
been called to a gathering of his com- 
patriots and told by the commandant 
that the emperor knew of the down- 
trodden condition of Ireland, and that 
the Irish were, therefore, to be trans- 
ported to a better camp and given bet- 
ter treatment and food than the Eng- 
lish received. The soldier said the 
Irish soldiers refused to accept t. is 
offer, and remained with the English. 

In concluding his gtatement the 
major characterized German trans- 
portation conditions as “brutal in the 
extreme, and adds that “evidence 
collected at Crefeld b; officers there 
shows that officers and men have been 
killed after capture.”

In one school they have two clubs 
a estic Science club for the girls, 
and a Potato club for the boys. The 
practical work is done at home, At 
stated times, they meet and discuss 
matters. The boys, in their corner of 
the room, have a little meeting on po- 
tato growing. One boy reads an orig- 
inal composition; another an extract 
from some published article. Catch 
the interest of the boy or girl in some 
one or other of the vast zumber of 
subjects that may b> taken up, and 
afterwards he will teach himself. Get 
him interested, and you cannot keep 
him from reading and studying every- 
thing relating to the subject. Instead 
of becoming dissatisfied with home 
and school, and wan‘ing to go to the 
shanty, the store or the factory, he 
finds his attention engrossed by 
things at home, He works better, too, 
at his other studies. 

Imagine, if you can, what would be 
the result if every rural school had a 
little piece of ground on which to dem- 
onstrate hardy alfalfa, or some of the 
O.A.C. No. 21 barley, and that sort of 
thing. Not only the children, but the 
whole community would benefit. It is 
being done, too. Last vear, in Kent 
county, a school plot sown to O.A.C. 
No. 72 oats, produced at the ‘rate of 
110 bushels, while the maximum crop 
of the farms of the district was about 
50 bushels. Near Chatham, school 
boys growing Wisconsin No. 7 corn 
beat the whole county in yield. 

In the high school, too, the teaching 
of agriculture may be made to fit with 
the work of the association, The 
scheme is similar to that followed in 
the public schools, that is, the instruc- 
tion is based on the project that the 
pupil carries on at home. Supposing 
fifteen of the older boys in a high 
school would like to take up crop im- 
provement. They organize as a 
branch of the association. There 
would be no compulsion. Some might 
want to grow, select and improve a 
grain, clover, alfalfa or mangel seed; 
others to test and introduce a new 
variety. If so, that is the work they 
would carry on at home as their pro- 
Ject. It would not t.ke many years, 
by this means, to bring on a few 
thousand of the best trained crop im- 
provers. It is being done. Five high 
schools have commenced the work. 
Last year at Guelph there was a class 
of twenty-one school teachers train- 
ing for it. The chief thing is for the 
People to understand the scheme and. 
to want it. 

Farmers do not understand what is 
meant by teaching agriculture. They 
think that it is teaching farming, ‘“. 
can teach my. boy all the farming he 
needs to know; I don’: see how the 
school teacker can teach him any- 
thing about farming.” Such tcn have 
the idea that farming is ploughing, 
harrowing, seeding and harvesting. 
That never was the idea iuvclved in 
the teaching of agriculture. Success 
in farming is dependent not upon 
these manual operations, important 
and necessary as they are. The thing 
that makes for hajpiness and success 
is the ability .o reasor well, tu obsei ve 
closely, to ead xbout your work, to be 
interested in it, uc to waat to im- 
Prove it. The object is to lead child- 
ren to think about farm life, to ve 
proud of farm life, and want to read 
about farm life and farming ope.a- 
tions. 

We have apparently come to a 
place where all the out-of-dours was 
left out of a child’: education. The 
idea of education had narrowed down 
to a thing which you coulu get only 
inside of tour walls, with tha teacher, 
the blackboard and the book. Nature 
study is a protest against the artific- 
ialities of school work. It is an effort 
to naturalize school work; to bring 
the school out of doors, realizing that 
tie things the child comes in contact 
with every day make a basis for edu- 
cation of the soundest kind, So we 
have come to a scheme of teaching 
agriculture through work with plants 
and animals and soils and weather. 
This is the natural and the sensible 
way the way in which the race-has, 
as it were, been taught agriculture. 

Many other subjects of importance 
are dealt with in the report of the 
tenth annual meeting of the Canadian 
Seed Growers’ association, obtainable 
from the department of agriculture at 
Ottawa.

Surgery is Aided by Phone 


Discovery That Simplifies Work of 
Doctors in the War Zone 

The use of the telephone as an aid 
to surgery by communicating to the 
operator the noise of contact of knife, 
forceps or probe with foreign bodies 
imbedded in the flesh has been discov- 
ered and perfected by Sir James Mac- 
kenzie Davidson, who says his method 
will do much t» si..plify military sur- 
gery. J 

The X-ray, says ,Sir Jam:a, has 
serious limitations. It shows the 
presence of the foreign body, but gives. 
no idea of the depth this body has 
penetrated or of its relation to the 
parts among which it has lodged. 
Surgeons often fail to find the object 
seen in silhouette on the flourescent 
screen. 

It ig not necessary to have a man 
full of shrapnel brought from the 
trenches to jemonstrate the use of 
the telephone in surgery, a8 a pota.o 
and a nail do quite as well. The sur- 
geon uses a double pair of .¢ceivers, 
such as worn by wireless operators. 
One of the telephone wires is attach- 
ed to a piecs of platinum foil. In a 
real operation this foil is held in place 
on the patient’s skin by plaster or 
bandage.

Convent Sisters 
Manage Coal Mine 


A voal ine with a productive ca- 
pacity of 60 tonsa day, sufbeient to 
supply heat, light and power for one 
of the largest convent schools in the 
country, has been successfully man- 
aged for years by the Sisters of Pro- 
vidence, the Catholic order that con- 
ducts the institution known as “St. 
Mary of the Woods,” near Terre 
Haute, Ind. The convent was 
founded in 1840, but it was not until 
1894 that the discovery of valuable 
coal deposits, uuderlving the lands 
belonging to tbe institution, was 
made. Ashaft was first sunk toa 
depth of 97feety-but.this.was later 
abandoned for a shaft 270 feet ~deap, 
where the average thickness of the 
coal vein is 5 feet. This mine is now 
cperated under the management of 
one of the sisters, who is well versed 
in ever\thlnog pertaining to mining 
operations and macbinery. 

The equipment is of modern type 
throughout. For bauling the coal 
from the mine to the power house, 
distance of three-eighths of a wile, 
an electric motor-trolley system is 
used. The power house has five 
dynamos which furnish electric light 
for the buildings and grounds, while 
the exhaust heat is utilized for heat- 
ing. Water is supplied from a 
reservoir by a pump driven by two 
motor generators about a mile dis- 
tant from the institution, frem which 
it passes through three gravel filters 
before being used, A duplex fire 
pump is located at the power house 
and has a capacity of 1,000 gallons 
per minute. <A_ total of 4! motors 
are required about the buildings and 
grounds for various power purposes 
which inclode an ice machine with a 
‘daily capacity of 16,000 pounds, an 
electric laundry and automatic elec- 
tric elevators in four of the build- 
ings.
